AN ACCURATE IDEA OF MR. CONKLING’S 
DEFEAT. 
Special Digpatch to The Chicago Tribume 
Aupany, N. V., May 28.—Some official 
statements of the present condition of the 
Senatorial fight show that Conkling is now 
more thoroughly whipped than was general- 
ly supposed. The Stalwart organ here, the 
Express, whose antics and wobbling during 
the week have been one of the ludicrous 
features of the campaign, is forced to admit, 


this morning, that a majority of the Repub- 


licans in the Legislature will not give their 
indersefhént to Mr. Conkling by signing their 
names to a call foracaucus. It says: The 
prospects now are, in consequence of the 
withdrawal of enough names to 
reduce the signatures below the requisit 
number, that the Republicans will proceed to 
a vote without settling their party affairs by 
themselves.“ Very few, however, believe 
that the paper ever contained fifty-four sig- 
natures. 
THE MOST PROBABLE STORY 

is that two similar calis were in circulation, 
and that some names got on both documents, 
making the total number more than a major- 
It is doubtful if more than about forty 
members ever put their signatures to the 
call. The call for a caucus Monday night 
has proved a complete failure so far, but 
fifteen or twenty names having been secured. 
Senator Mills’ “harmony” pledge for a 
eonference of doubtful members Monday night 
has also met with but little success. The Ad- 


ministration side has for the first time ea 
public exbibition of its estimated strep The 
Evening Journal, whose relations with — Ad- 
ministraon leaders give its utterances a sort of 
official character, publishes a ciassified list of 
the members ot the Legislature, in which the 
Administration is given fifty-eight.

Tue Albany Evening Journal, which has 
excellent sources of information, prints the 
names of forty-three Republican Assembly- 
men and fifteen Republican Senators, mem- 
bers of the New York Legislature, who are 
opposed to the reélection of either Conkling 
or Platt. Judge Robertson vouches for the 
accuracy of the list, and predicts that to- 
morrow seven new names may be added to 
the list. The Conklingite following at pres- 
ent numbers only forty Legislators,—nine 
Senators and thirty-one Assemblymen,— 
while there are only“ eight on the fence.” It 
will be seen, then, that, according to this state- 
ment, a majority of the Republican members- 
of the Legislature are opposed to the reélec- 
tion of either of the two ex-Senators, and 
that the majority is likely to grow.

Tamexx. aided by some of the booksellers 
and publishing houses, the revised edition of 
the New Testament has now been before the 
public long enough to admit of careful read- 
ing and comparison with the old King James 
version. A thorough inspection of Tug Cur- 
CAGO TRIBUNE’s reprint, which is the only 
complete and correct one yet issued by any 
newspaper, and which has circulated all over 
the country by thousands upon thousands, 
will show that there are only about half a 
dozen radical changes that have been made, 
and that these do not affect any of the funda- 
mental doctrines of the Church. These 
changes may be classified as follows: 

1. The substitution of the Greek word 
Hades“ for Hell“ in certain passages. 
The word Hades,“ in its original significa- 
tion, meant the place for departed spirits, 
and was divided into Elysium and Tartarus, 
the respective abodes of the good and the 
bad, and corresponding to our ordinary 
understanding of A ora Heaven and 
Hell.” As regards analogy between the 
term “Hades” and our English word 
“Hell,” another says: “It may be remarked 
that the latter, in its primitive signification, 
perfectly corresponded to the former. For, 
at first, it denoted only what was secret or 
concealed, and it is found, moreover, with 
little variation of form and precisely with 
the same meaning in all the Teutonic dia- 
lects.” As we have said, the word Hades” 
is only used in certain passages. Wherever 
the sense implies punishment as connected 
with the place, the word Hell“ is used, as for 
instance, in the Sermon on the Mount, at the 
close of the twenty-second verse, we read, 
the hell of fire.“ On the other hand, in the 
twenty-third verse of the eleventh chapter 
of Matthew, we read: Thou shalt go down 
unto Hades.” In the eighteenth verse of 
the sixteenth chapter of the same Gos 
pel we read again: “The gates of 
Hades shall not prevail against it.” Nu- 
merous other distinctive passages of the 
same general character will be observed by 
the reader. It seems, however, asif the use 
of the word Hades“ must create confusion 
until the locality and purpose expressed by 
it are clearly defined. In the Greek it was 
clear, as we have said. It was the place to 
which all men, good and bad, were sent after 
death, and thence they were ultimately dis- 
patehed to Elysium or Tartarus, or, as it is 
again expressed, to Paradise or Gehenna.” 
What does it mean in the new version? 
Not Hell asa place of eternal punishment, 
for that is specifically characterized in every 
case. Not the abode of eternal happi- 
ness, tor that in every case is called 
“Heaven.” If not either of these, 
then it must be some intermediate place 
where spirits await judgment, corresponding 
to the Roman Catholic doctrine of Purga- 
tory, without necessarily involving its pen- 
alties or preliminary or temporary punish- 
ments. It seems to us that the real accepta- 
tion of the word Hades” ought to be stated 
by some of our American members of the 
Commission so as to avoid the inevitable 
confusion which must otherwise obtain. 

2 The substitution of the word love“ for 
“charity” in Paul’s majestic utterances. 
There is no question that the music of his 
ringing sentences is almost entirely destroyed 
by the use of the shorter word, but the mean- 
im of the original is better kept. In its 


primitive meaning it implied love of our fel- 


low-men, consideration for their shortcom- 
ings, toleration in points of difference,—in 
short, universal kindness, if not absolute 

however, the 


with the practice of relieving suffering and 
helping the poor, and that alone, the use of 
the more generie and comprehensive word 
„love“ is to be preferred, and can leave no 
possibility of miseonstruing the sense. 

3. The story of the woman taken in adultery. 
As there seems to be no doubt that this story 
is an interpolation, its detachment as a part 
of the sacred text was warranted, It ig an 
evidence, however, of the exquisit beauty 
of the story and the deep hold it has taken 
upon the popular mind that the revisers 
keep it in its connection, but inclosing it in 
brackets to show thatit is an interpolation. 
So far as it was intendrd to enforce the 
necessity of the sublime doctrine of forgive- 
ness, it was unnecessary, for that doctrine 
shines out conspicuously upon almost every 
page of the New Testament. Those who ad- 
mire the story and have come to accept it as 
part of the Scriptures will hardly have their 
views changed, certainly not their admira- 
tion, by the brackets with whica the revisers 
have hedged It in. 

4. The Lord’s Prayer. The universal ap- 
peal of mankind to God the Father remains 
substantially as in the old version, with the 
exception that “ deliver us from evil” ap- 
pears as deliver us from the evil one,“ the 
latter version being strictly correct, as has 
been shown by a reviewer whose criticisms 
were published yesterday, who states that 
the old translators followed the Vulgate, 
where the Latin, having no article, gives a 
malo” for the Greek “apo tou poneron”’ 
The other change is the omission of the ben- 
ediction or doxology. As it does not appear 
in the version of the Prayer in Luke, is not 
found in the Latin version in any of the 
earlier manuscripts, norin any of the refer- 
ences of the Fathers to the Lord’s Prayer, 
any criticism as to its removal would be 
merely sentimental. 

5. The use of the word Devil.“ The Devil 
is distinctly recognized as personal by sin- 
gling him out with the article to specify him 
in distinction from the evil spirits who at- 
tend him. In this use of the word it is re- 
markable that the suggestion of the Amer- 
ican revisers to characterize all others called 
“devils”? as “demons,’’ making the same 
distinction as is made between “the Christ” 
and the angels, was not adopted. 

These are the most important changes 
which have been made. It is apparent at 
once that they do not disturb any of the doc- 
trines of the Church. Those who have been 
wont to prove their grounds of faith upon 
certain texts will still find them there with 
their old meanings, though they may be in 
new dress. Those who believe in a personal 
Deviland those who do no not, those who 
believe in a literal Hell and those 


who do not, those who believe in immersion | 
and those who believe in sprinkling, those | 


who believe in eternal punishment and those 
who believe in the ultimate salvation of all, 
will find all their old texts and arguments. 
What has been changed does not radically 
change meanings, and what has been omitted 
is not essential. The changes as a rule are 
certainly for the better, though sometimes 
the verses lose in their beauty and stateliness 
of diction, but as the offset to this, it is to be 
taken into account that the new version 
comes nearer to the literal meaning of the 
original than the old, as might be expected 
from thé progress that has been made in 
Biblical history and information and in all 
departments of science and general study. 
For these reasons, though we may be inclined 
to cling to the old version by sentiment and 
association, there can be no question that the 
new version will be the Bible of the future.

1 CHICAGO STREET PAVEMENTS. 

Gea. Sooy Smith, the well-known civil 
engineer, has recently returned from Europe 
with some valuable hints as to street-paving. 
His observations while abroad, and especially 
in the City of London, have convinced him it 
is not necessary that Chicago should abandon 
the wooden pavements, as many people have 
begun to believe of late years, but that these 
pavements may be constructed in such man- 
ner as to compare favorably with other 


pavements in durability. In other respects | 


their superiority is conceded. The practice 
in London is to lay asubstratum of concrete, 
about four inches thick, in a bed of sand, 
then to lay the blocks in asphaltum and fill 
in thespaces with more concrete. The wood 
is solid and well-seasoned. Gen. Smith says 
the approach to London Bridge, which 
sustains a larger amount of travel than any 
other spot in the world, and is paved after 
this fashion, has been in use during the past 
four years and shows small sign of wear. 
Of course the construction of wooden pave- 
ments on this plan entails greater cost 
in the first instance, but it is probably 
more economical in the end than the cheap 
and flimsy process which has been used in 
Chicago. The deficiencies of wooden pave- 
ments in ghis city have been twofold,—first, 
the lack of proper foundation, and, secondly, 
the use of rotten pine blocks. Even sucha 
foundation as Gen. Smith describes might 
fail to insure solidity unless the substratum 
of earth had been packed down thoroughly; 
newly-tilled streets, in which the filling con- 
sists of ashes and refuse matter as well as 
loose dirt, will not sustain any kind of pave- 
ment without giving way in places. 

The Committee of the Common Council, of 
which ex-Ald. Clark was Chairman, was 
right, however, in contending that all the 


streets should not be paved with the same | 


kind of material. The character and degree 
of travel over a certain thoroughfare, and 
the uses to which the adjoining property is 
devoted for the most part, should be 
taken into consideration in determining 
the kind of pavement to be adopt- 
ed. Nolslesness is not so important 
a quality as toughness and durability 
in streets which run in the immediate neigh- 
borhood of railway depots, large warehouses, 
and the heavier lines of wholesale business. 
Traffic naturally groups itself by occupations 
ina city, and the street-pavements may be 
regulated accordingly. So, in the newer 
sections of the city, where the streets have 
been recently filled in to correspond with the 
grade, it is unwise to lay what is intended to 
be a permanent pavement. Broken granit, 
with a cheap top-dressing of gravel that can 
be renewed without great cost, is a sensible 
sort of pavement for such locality, as it will 
prepare a solid foundation for any surface 
that may be ultimately selected. 

Some policy must be adopted in this city 
without delay which will assure uniformly 
good streets within the business and thickly 
populated districts. The loss to business 
may be counted by tens of thousands of dol- 
lars annually in the delays, the accidents, 
and the wear and tear on wagons 
and horses that might be avoided by a thor- 
ough system of street-pavements. Driving 
for pleasure has almost ceased to be a popu- 
lar amusement, and street-car riding is gen- 
erally preferred for convenience, cowfort, 
and expedition becausé of the vile condition 
of our thoroughfares outside the parks and 
boulevards. It is not possible to estimate 
the damage done to the city by the bad name 
which strangers give its streets, but it is cer- 
tain that no one visits Chicago whe does not 
go away 
streets, and such a feeling largely obscures 
the other attractions and evidences of met- 
ropolitanism. These are prosperous times, 
and the property-owners can well afford to 
pay for general street improvements if they 
can be assured ef honest work and durable 
pavements. If such improvements be post- 
poned till hard times nn. Chicago 
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| wilt become almost uninhabitable. ‘There is 


one thing which should be done by the City 
Government, Every street newly paved, 
whether with wooden blocks, macadam, or 
gtavel, should be inspected frequently, and 
the smallest defect should be prompt 
ly repaired. It will pay to maintain 
this system of repairs out of the general tax 
fund even to the extent of double or treble 
the appropriations made heretofore. All 
kinds of pavements will last twice or thrice 
as long if promptly and thoroughly repaired 
at every place where they begin to give way. 
It is the old principle that a stitch in time 
saves nine,” but it has been almost totally 
ignored in Chicago so far as street-pave- 
ments are concerned, 
— — 
THE BRIDGE OBSTRUCTION. 

We print elsewhere an articie showing the 
extent of the obstruction to street travel 
from the South Division occasioned by the 
opening of the bridges to permit vessels to 
pass up or down the river. The time taken 
was from 5 to To'clock p. m. on a week day 
other than Saturday, and the points selected 
were the bridges from Van Buren street to 
Rush street, and also the two tunnels. 

The city has recently revised the or- 
dinances, and these revised ordinances are 
to take effect in a few weeks. One of these 
enactments provides that the bridges shall 
remain closed for the hour from 5:30 to 6:30 
p. m. each day, or so long as any passengers 
or vehicles may be in waiting to cross. 
Against this regulauon it is understood the 
vessel-owners protest, and protest indignant- 
ly, as an unconstitutional obstruction to com- 
merce and navigation, and, as they put it, an 
unwarrantable and impolitic discrimination 
against the interest to which Chicago is so 
greatly indebted for her trade and for her 
prosperity. 

We think the figures and facts we give are 
sufficient to satisfy even the veasel-owners 
that the new ordinance imposes no unreason- 
able restraint upon the use of the river, and 
that, on the contrary, the new regulation will 
be a great convenience and a great economy 
of time to them, as compared to the present 
regulation. 

lt appears that on an average week-day the 
number of persons crossing from the South 
Side to the West and North Sides between 
the hours of 5 and 7 in theafternoon is 4,612. 
That of these 26,956, or nearly one-half, go on 
foot, that 20,955 go in the street-cars, and 6,701 
in carriages and other vehicles. Of the whole 
number only 1,34 pass through the tunnels. 
Those conveniences are nearly valueless. In 
addition to the 54,612 persons crossing from 
the South to the other sides of the river with- 
in tne hours named there are 3,839 vehicles of 
all kinds, not including 497 horse-car s. 

Reduced toa plain, simple question as to 
economy of time and convenience to the pub- 
lic, the query is, Shall 54,612 persons and 
4,300 vehicles be arrested and detained, and 
the neighboring streets blocked for miles, or 
some thirty vesséls be required to wait one 
hour? 

Under the present regulation the bridges 
are allowed to be open for the passage of 
vessels ten minutes at a time, when they 
must be closed. It is not possible, however, 
to carry out that regulation. Vessels go both 
in and out. The greatest delays are those 
caused by the occurrences of jams at the 
bridges; some propellers take a much longer 
time than ten minutes to pass through the 
bridge, eausing delays of other vessels; some- 
umes they get stuck, and remain within the 
draw twenty, forty, or even sixty minutes, 
blocking the river to all passage by other 
vessels, and keeping several bridges open, to 
the interruption of all travel. The ten-min- 
ute rule may be carried out with some rea- 
sonable certainty during some parts of the 
day, but not in the late hours of the after- 
noon. During the hour which, under the 
the bridges shall be 
closed against the passage of all vessels 
the vessels could only claim passage during 
these intervals of thirty minutes in all; so at 
the most the bridges will only be closed 
thirty minutes more than at present. Dur- 
ing that hour the great pressure of foot pas- 
sengers and of crowded cars will have passed 
over the bridges, and then, the draws being 
open, the vessels can have full and unin- 
terrupted right of way, more being able to 
enter and depart the river than in three 
times the same length of time under the 
present regulation. 

The new ordinance will be of great public 
convenience; and that, after all, is a full 
justification of it. The delay to the vessels is 
trifling andinconsiderable. A little manage- 
ment will enable vessels to leave the river be- 
fore 5:30, or to delay leaving until 6:30, and 
this management will not be equal toa 
damage of 8100 a year to all the vessels en- 
tering or leaving the harbor. But it will 
make a vast difference to 50,000 persons 
who are now subjected to the most 
unjust and annoying delays, especially to 
those who, having been employed at labor 
naturally and anxiously desire to 
reach their homes. We have not included 
in the figures any allowance for the persons 
coming from the West and North Sides to 
the South Side, of which probably there are 
many thousands during the hours named. 
Lake street bridge being unused during the 
last week, it has been assumed that the travel 
on that street has been included in that over 
Randolph and Wells, streets. 

It is common for vessel-owners to object 
to being cut off of the unobstructed use of 
the river, on the ground that it is a eonces- 
sion to the horse-car lines at the cost of the 
navigation interest, But the figures given of 
the actual travel show that in the hours 
named over 20,000 persons travel in the horse- 
cars, and it is the convenience of these per- 
sons, and not of the horse-car companies, 
that is to be considered in the matter. 

We think that within two weeks after the 
new ordinance goes into operation, so uni- 
versal will be the approval of it by the pub- 
lic, and so evident will be its advantages, 
that the vessel-owners themselves will con- 
fess thatitis to them also an economy of 
time, and of such great practical benefit that 
they would not change it if they could, 


TROUBLE IN THE CHURCH. 

What is there in an organ, the instrument 
of all others most capable of evolving superb 
harmony, that so often makes it the medium 
of diseord in the Church? From the time 
that organs were invented down to the pres- 
ent there has always been some congrega- 
tion in a quarrel over an organ, and there is 
no quarrel of which a congregation is.capa- 
ble that is waged with such bitterness or 
leaves such rankling stings behind. -The 
fold may quarrel over pew rents, psalm 
tunes, clerical salaries, singers, stained 
windows, and other elements of discord, but 
these disagreements are easily patched up. 
An organ quarrel, however, has all the ele- 
ments of permanency, and is even handed 
down from one generation to another. The 
terrible imprecation which the old Scotch 
woman hurled against it when she stigma- 
tized it as “an ‘unholy box o' whistles” 
seems to stick to it yetin many quarters, 
despite the inconsistency of the appellation 
when applied to an instrument the least of 
whose whistles nowadays is trumpet-tongued 
and the largest of them heavy as peals of 
doom. 

Unquestionably one of the causes of the 
bitterness of organ quarrels may be found in 
the relations of age. The young always es- 
pouse the eause of organs; the old always 
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the young think the old — 2 
know the young are feols, it becomes a 
wrangle between opinion and fact, and these 
are always the bitterest of wrangles. Still, 
with all the superior knowledge that belongs 
to the old, it is not easy to understand their 
position or the reasons fer their opposition to 
this noble instrument. They associate it 
with frivolity when it is the most dignified of 


instruments, and with fashion when it is the 


least fashionable. If fashien could have its 
way it would introduce lutes and mandolins, 
which are now the instruments of our mod- 
ern cult and are deemed the only 
instruments sufficiently utter to express the 
devotion of the religious esthete. It is a 
curious anomaly that they will cling to the 
irreverent fiddle and unctuous, though hypo- 
critical, bass vjol, when all the traditions 
show that these instruments have been 
mainly used in the service of the world, the 
flesh, and the devil, for whieh they are ad- 
mirably fitted. Whoever heard of an organ 
in a beer saloon, a variety hall, at a dance, in 
a theatre, or in any locality devoted to the 
alluring pleasures or sinful pursuits of the 
world? Yet the violin is always to be found 
in them. It is not long since that to be 
called a fiddler was considered a term of re- 
proach, Paganini, the greatest of his pro- 
fession, was commonly reputed to be pos- 
sessed of the devil. In the early days of the 
English theatres it was not uncommon 
for the gallery to empty all sorts of 
decayed vegetable growths upon the 
devoted heads of the fiddlers, and 
suggestions at times to kill a fiddler 
orthrow him out of window were always 
halled with acclamations by the audience. As 
to the bass viol it is simply an overgrown 
fiddle with all its vices emphasized, and the 
more dangerous because they are thinly dis- 
gulsed beneath a veneer of propriety, while 
every one knows that the bald-headed old 
men who play them lead very incorrect lives 
from their association with this Pecksniff of 
instruments. 


We have been led to these remarks because 


one of these quarrels has lately broken out 
in a prominent chureh in Toronto. Ata re- 
cent meeting of the church a motion was 
made by the younger members to have an 
organ as an auxiliary to the service. The 
old members at once opposed it, and 
a controversy began. The young people, 
however, being determined to have their or- 
gan, went to work, raised the money, and 
bought it, without saying anything to the old 
people. It was erected during the week, and 
on Sunday morning was In its place, with an 
organist on the bench. The young people 
were on the alert to enjoy the new music. 
The old people sat strangely quiet.. The 
hymn was given out. The young people rose 
with alacrity and pricked up their ears. The 
old people rose solemnly, but with a peculiar 
expression of countenance. The choir stood 
up, ready to lift their voices te the familiar 
metre. They waited for the notes from the 
organ. The organist had pulled out 
his stops, was fingering the keys, 
and treading the pedals, and the blower 
was pumping for dear life, but there was not 
a sound from the organ. It was as silent as 
the grave. Then the old brethren and sisters 
pitched the tunes themselves, and squeaked 
awayina triumphant manner on their fa- 
vorit “‘ pennyroyal,” while the young people 
stood with feelings which, to call them mad, 
does feeble justice to the subject. A sub- 
sequent search for the cause showed that 
some of the old people had ascended to the 
loft on the previous night and smeared the 
entire inner works of the organ with glue, so 
that it was incapable of emitting a sound. 
To the present time there has been no recon- 
ciliation. The young people want the old 
ones to get the glue out of the organ, and 
the old people want the young ones to get 
both glue and organ out of the church alto- 
gether. At present they are so far divided 
that even giue will not stick them together. 
The church is disturbed to its organic foun- 
dations. 


THE PICTURE-PAPERS HELP US. 

The current number ef Frank Leslie’s I- 
lustrated Newspaper contains a handsome 
picture of the St. Louls Manual Training- 
School Building, with this inscription: 
“Progress of technical education in the 
United States—The Manual Training-School 
of St. Louis, Mo.” The description of the 
institution which accompanies the cut is in 
considerable part a quotation from a letter 
published in Taz Tano April 17 last. In 
addition Leslie has this to say of the St. 
Louis experiment: 


It is an elementary sehool of the high-school 
or academy grade, whose course of training 
slights neither tho head nor the hand, but secks 
to cultivate the powers of the one and the sxill 
of the other. 

The school is young. It das by no means at- 
tempted to cover its whole field at once, but, un- 
der the broad provisions of its oharter, is ready 
to go forward to the turthest limits dictated by 
wisdom and experience. Inthis promising fie!d 
of dual culture or head and hand, considered as 
a matter of general, not special, training, this 
school to-day stands alone in our country, tf not in 
the worid., 

The City of St. Louis can point with pardon- 
able pride to an institution of native growth 
wien basalready taken front rank in the edu- 
cational world. Nor will it be forgotten that its 
existence theré is the direct outcome of the 
labors of Prof. C. M. Woodward, its present 
director, who for the past dozen years has per- 
sistently urged in public and in private the 
establishment of a system of education which 
should train all the faculties of our youth for 
the duties of active life. We bave said that the 
—— of this manual train idea, in its 

broadest sense, was native in St. Louis, and the 
claim is justly made. For, previous to the year 
i873, before sbop-schools were many there, or 
elsewhere, and before the schools of Russia had 
shown us at Philadeipuia bow much could be 
done by systematic effort, the Polytechnic 
School of Washington University, through Prof. 
Woodward's iustrumentality. had a shop titted 
for tool inetruetion, and 27 operated 
upon the Instruction or so-called Ruasian plan. 


The friends of the cause of practical edu- 
cation are under obligations to Mr. Leslie’s 
Iliustrated Newspaper for so pointedly call- 
ing the attention of the whole country to the 
St. Louls Manual Training School. Tur Txrie- 
UNE is endeavoring to rouse a spirit of emu- 
lation of the splendid example of St. Louis 
in the breasts of the people of Chicago.

for instant reform. But in the face of these 
urgent demands for reformation on the part 
of practical educators and thinkers there is 


among the masses a disposition to rest con- | 


tent; and, even worse, a disposition to in. 
dulge in imprudent panegyric of the public 
educational system as a whole,—imprudent 
because undiscriminating. For instance, 
on Sunday last the Rev. Mr. Vanhorne, of 
this city, preached a sermon on 
“Our Public Schools.“ It was a 
glowing tribute to the value of edu- 
cation, and, in general terms, was 
so highly eulogistic of the public-school sys- 
tem as to warrant the inference that, in his 
opinion, it is as nearly perfect as it is possi- 
ble for a human institution to be. We doubt 
much whether this is, in fact, the reverend 
gentleman’s well-matured opinion, for he 
quotes and characterizes as wise the answer 
of Agesilaus to the question, “What he 
thought most proper for boys to learn ”— 
namely: “ What they ought to do when they 


become men.” Now, the prime objection to. 


the prevailing methods of public education 
is, that they do not teach boys what 
they ought to do,” and what, in a 
vast majority of cases, they will 
be required to do, “when they 
become men.” Boys are not taught, either 
in our private or public schools, generally, 
how to work. They are nottaught to handle 
tools. They are not taught how quickly to 
become skilled laborers, notwithstanding the 
fact that this class of labor is in great de- 
mand. It is time to put a stop to the pleas- 
ant but enervating indulgence in unthinking 
eulogy; time to break the habit of glorifying 
an educational system which is clearly sus- 
ceptible of radical improvement; time to 
take a long stev forward. Ifit be true, and 
e believe it is an indisputable fact, that 
‘the army of idlers is be recruited

Tun Board of Education has been for sev- 
era) weeks wrestling with a simple question 
of arithmetic, and the progress towards a 80- 
lution is seemingly as remote as ever. We 
take it that the Board has no design other 
than to secure to the School Fund the great- 
est sum of revenue from the means at its 
disposal. 

Some time ago the Board made a contract 
with the First National Bank by which that 
bank leased the Haverly Theatre lot ata 
valuation of $345,000, on which the rental 
was to be computed at the rate of 6 
per cent perannum. In addition the Board 
leased the present structure on the lot, the 
same being valued at $65,000. The $65,000 
property is subject, as other property, to 
general taxation for city, county, State, and 
other purposes. The School Board is there- 
fore entitled, to the proceeds of about a two- 
mill tax on the $65,000 property. 

The bank, however, found that theim- 
provements on the land were of no practical 
value, save as building material, and there- 
fore asked the Board to modify the contract 
so that this material may be valued at $15,- 
000; and thatthe bank be permitted to use 
the whole of the leased land and erect there- 
on a building to cost not less than $300,000, 
which building would of course be subject 
to general taxation. 

The problem which so far baffles the math- 
ematical] erudition of the Board of Education 
is, whether the Board would derive more 
revenue from a two-mill- tax on a building 
valued at $315,000, or a like tax on an im- 
provement of $65,000. The rent from the 
land would be the same in bofh cases. The 
trouble in this matter is that the $65,000 valu- 
ation of the present improvement is notori- 
ously unjust, and therefore dishonest; the 
bank is caught by its b in in a contract to 
pay taxes on a valuation $50,000 greater than 
it ought to be, and the sharp financiers of 
the Board, chuckling over their great ability, 
demand compliance with the contract, shut- 
ting their eyes, ostrich-like, to the loss of the 
greater revenue from the $300,000 building 
which it is proposed to substitute for the 
present ruins. 

Should the Board of Education continue 
to be unable to figure out under which con- 
tract the schools would get the most revee 
nue, they had better submit the question to 
the boys and girls not ever 9 years old in the 
schools, and take the answer given by the 
children. Three times has the Board voted 
that it is better and more profitable to have 
the revenue of a two-mill tax on $65,000 than 
have the revenue of atwo-mill tax on $315,000, 
provided the smaller revenue has the flavor 
of a sharp bargain and a small steal in it!

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 
CrNcINNATI, May 28.—A novel and inter-

ONE FARTHING DAMAGES. 


How an American Celebrated the 
Fourth of July in London. 
London Times. 

In the Queen’s Bench Division on May 12, 
at the sittings in Banc, before Lord Cole- 
ridge, Mr. Justice Field, and Mr. Justice 
Bowen, a motion for a new trial in the case 
of Coomb and wife against Moore was heard. 
It was an action against the principal pro- 
prietor of the Moore & Burgess Minstrels, 
whois an American and lives at St. John's 
Wood, for annoying the plaintiff and his wife, 
who are his near neighbors, by letting off 
rockets on the night of the 4th of July, 
the centenary of American Independ- 
ence. According to the case for the 
plaintiff, more than a dozen rockets had been 
let off at midnight, and the explosion lasted 
for half an hour, and sounded, it was said, 
like cannon, and so alarmed and startled the 
lady as to effect her nervous system and 
cause considerable indisposition. After hear- 
ing the whole case, however, one of the jury 
said, * Verdict for the defendaxt”: but they 
ultimately agreed to a verdict for the plaintiff, 
for a farthing damages. 

Mr. Ribton now moved for a new trial, on 
the ground that the verdict was against the 
evidence, and that the damages were so 
utterly inadequate that the verdict was per- 
verse, and amounted, in a legal sense, to mis- 
conduct. 

Lord Coleridge—You got your farthing. 
The amount of damages is for the jury. 

Mr. Ribton—But the amount was so ridic- 
ulously small as to render the verdict illogi- 
cal and absurd. 

Lord Coleridge—All verdicts for a farthing 
are in a strict sense illogical, for of course in no 
case does a farthing measure the amount of 
the damages. But the real meaning of such a 
verdict is this,—the jury say to the parties. Go 
your way.“ thinking that a fit end of the case. 

Mr. Ribton urged that it was the result of a 
compromise. The letting off rockets at midnight 
was an unlawful act, causing annoyance to 
neighbors, and the fit subject of an action, and 
the damages ought not to be ridiculous. 

Lord Coleridge said that after all it was only 
letting olf a few rockets. 

Mr. Ribton—It was more than a few rocket 
my Lord. I am afraid your Lordship is fond o 
rockets. [Laughter.] There was such a noise 
created at the dead of night that I am sure if 
the shade of Washington bad revisited the 
earth he would have sternly rebuked his enthu- 
gi ast ie countrymen. [Much laughter.] 

Lord Coleridge observed that the jury—an 
English jury—had given the American a verdict 
against the Englishinan. 

Mr. Ribton—Ohb, my lord, the question of na- 
tionality did not arise. [Laughter.] Counsel 
urged that if the plaintiff was entitled to a vor- 
dict at all a verdict for a farthing was ridiculous 
and absurd, and therefore perverse. 

Lord Coleridge, however, with the concurrence 
of his brethren, refused the application. No 
doubt, he said,a verdict for a farthing is strictly 
lilogical, but still it is maintainable on sensible 
grounds. When the jury distrust the case for 
the plaintiff, or think that it is a trumpery case, 
and that the action ought not to have been 
brought, they are in the habit, with the uses 
of the Court, of giving a verdict for a farthing 
damages, the meaning of which is, We cannot 
— that in strict law the plaintiſf had no right 


er to 


complain, but the case is so small 
contemptible that we give a verdiet 
for a ‘tarthing, which may de illogical, 
but is very good sense. That has been done 
in this case, and my learned brother who 
tried the case tells us that he would have given 
a verdict for the defendant on the ground that 
substantially the case for the — fail 
though nye og Ee may have u maintain- 
able. No doubt letting off of these rockets 
at 4 wae may have aroused the lady, but if she 
had just iooked out of the window she would 
have seen that they were only rockets, and 
could do ber no harm. Such an action, no 
dou bt, is maintainabie in law where there is, in 
al sense, nuisance and an injury toan in- 
dividual, but the damages are for the jury. and 
there is in this cuse no reason to interfere with

Sr. Lovis, May 29.—The Collier White- 
Lead Works, on the corner of Tenth street 
and Clark avenue, this city, are burning to- 
night, and before the fireis extinguished they 
will be entirely destroyed. The Collier 
Lead-Works occupy a whole block, and are 
perhaps the most extensive establishment of 
the kind in the United States. The loss will 
foot up nearly a million dollars. Thisis on 
buildings, lead, oils, and valuable machinery. 
The works are owned by a company with a 
capital stock of $5,000,000, and were until to- 
night in a prosperous condition. The fire . orig- 
inated by an explosion in the boiler-room, the 
flames from the furnaces coming in contact 
with the well-oiled walls and then spreading 
throughout the immense buildings.

Among the companies in which the 
building and property are insured are the Royal 


Insurance Company of Eogiand, tna of Hart- 
ford, Franklin Philadelphia, National of 
Hartford, Traders’ of Chicago, Standard of New 
York, Lamar of New York, ndon 4 Lan- 
cashire, Liverpool, Norwich, Union of England, 
Marine of St. Louis, Equitabie of the United 
States, People’s of Newark, and People's of 
New York.

Search was made and the girl was 
found unconscious. I thought it was dead.“ 
she muttered, and did not know what todo 
with it,” she said, and was taken to the alms- 
house, whence she went to jail six weeks 
later, under an indictment for murder. The med- 
icul evidence was in effect that the life of the 
chiid when born was weak, and the District-At- 
vworney said he would ask the jury to acquit, 
Judge Allison then called the two women whose 
charity had been the prisoner's sole resourceto 
come forward. He directed them to be seated 
near the bar, and then charged the jury as fol- 
lows: * I coincide entirely with the District-At- 
torney os to the seriousness of the offense 
charged and the difficulty of proving it. 1 wish, 
however, to say (and here tears filied Judge 
Allison's eyes) from this bench that the 
behavior of these two girls deserves the greatest 
commendation. Many women dressed in purple 
and tine linen would have passed the poor crea- 
ture by. It remained for these, struggling in 
poverty and shame, to lend a heiping hand. This 
poor girl, in utter loneliness, weak and ex- 
hausted, wandering from one charity to another, 
and denied admittance to all, unally sought 
refuge in a lodging-house where she had not 
means to pay for that lodging, and there, in culd 
und squalor, she gave birth to a chfd. 
This illustrates the absurdity of the 
rules goverving the so-called charities which 
give all to those having natural protectors, and 
deny their benefits to those less fortunate, if 
more culpable.’ Reiterating his opinion that 
the Commonwealth had failed to make out its 
case, a verdict of acquittal was directed, which 
the jury promptly returned. There were few 
dry eyes in Court as the Judge concluded. and 
after adjournment he sent the woman a band- 
some contribution, which was supplemented 
with money from other sources. The case bas 
been the taik of the town, and the managers of 
the institutions thus brought into Court are 
anxiously asking a suspension of judgment.

A Catholic Bishop Must Pay a 


Priest, Whether the Priest 
Work or Play. 


The United Presbyterians Cautiously Ap- 
proaching the Use of Iustra- 
mental Music. 


Springfield, Ill, Selected as the Place for 
the Next Northern Presbyte- © 
rian Assembly. 


BISHOP AND PRIEST. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Pirrspure, Pa., May 2.—Judge White 
this afternoon, filed an opinion in the case 
of the Rev. Patrick M. Sheehan against 
Bishop Tuigg, in which the plaintiff sought 
to recover $2,400, three years’ salary as a 
priest at $800 per year, the Bishop having 
refused to give him a mission or to grant him 
an allowance. Among other things Judge 
White said: This action is not to compel 
Bishop Tuigg to give the plaintiff work. He 
claims to be a priest of the diocese, and as 
such ifentitled toa decent support, which 
the Bishop is bound to furnish. He 


was ready and willing, and offered to work, 
but was refused. ‘The Bishop could refuse 
to give him a mission and give him some 
other work in the diocese. st) if he gave 
him no employment, he was still bound for 
his support, so long as he was a priest of the 
diocese in good standing, or not under ec- 
clesiastical censure, The Bishop is the only 
one in the diocese who has the power to 
raise money. ‘The priests act under him as 
his agents, and it is as much his duty 
to provide for them as for the parishes. 
The priest has norightto collect or receive 
money witbout his consent. All funds must be 
accounted forto him. It is his duty to see that 
the priests are * and to provide means 
for that pu „ The obii onto pay is tne 
obligation of the diocese. Ry his oath of uflice 
the Bishop becomes personally liable for the ob- 
ligations of the diocese, whether contracied by 
him or by his predecessor. This assumption of 
liability, if not an express, is an implied. promise 
to pay the obligations of the diocese, and, 
of course, will sustain an action of 
ussumpsit.“ As to the amount to which the 
piaintif® is entitled, the Judge does not think 
that he has a claim to the statutory allowance 
of $500 per annum, because he was not a pastor. 
He is of the opinion chat the sum of $800 is rea- 
sonable allowance for the whole time, and gives 
him jugdment for that amount. The Bishop's 
counsel will carry the case to the Supreme 
Court. Several other claims depend upon the 
final decision of this case, which has attracted 
considerable attention in Roman Catholic eircies 
throughout tne country. 


UNITED PRESBYTERIANS. 

Prrrsnund, Pa., May 28.—The General As- 
sembly of the United Presbyterian Church 
reconvened this morning. After opening 
exercises, conducted by Moderator Carson, 
the Committee on revision of the book of se- 
lections called Bible Songs,“ reported their 
inability to agree. A resolution was then 
adopted, after considerable discussion, in- 
dorsing the Undivided Psalter nowin use, 


and removing the restrietions of the last As- 
sembly placed on the Board of Publication, 
by authorizing them to publish the “ Bible 
Songs“ to meet the demands of the Church. 
Tue report of the Board of Church Exten- 
sion was next adopted, and an appropriation 
of $30,000 made for the coming year. 

The question of the unionof the United Pres- 
byterian Church with the Associate Keformed 
Chureh of the South then received attention, 
and it was resolved to empower a Commission 
to copsummate a union between tne two bodies 
with the uaderstandimg that neither Church 
chan the standard. The action of the Com- 
mittee wiil be referred to the next General As- 
sembly. The Committee on Bills and Overtures 
recommended the submission of the question to 
the Presbytcries, asking them if they desired to 
be overtured for a chapter ae the use of 
instrumental music in churches. This was laid 
over for regular order on Monday morning, and 
the Assembly adjourned. The session will last 
until next Weduesday.

LA SALLE STREET VACATION. 

The Committee on Streets and Alleys, South, 
met yesterday afternovun at 2 o’ciock iu the City 
Clerk’s office, with Ald. Watkins in the chair, 
and Ald. Dixon, Appleton, Phelps, and Burke 
precens. it being the first meeting of the present 

om mittee. 

The vacation of the south portion of La Salle 
street wastaken up. 

Mr. Withrow, the attorney for the Chicago & 
Rock Isiand and the Michigan Southern Rail- 
roads, gave a brief history of what the Commit- 
lee and Co uncil previously had done, full reports 
of which have already been published in THe 
TRIBUNE. 

Mr. Bensley, the Chairman of the Board of 
Trade Committee, said that the Board of Trade 
bad contracted to build within two years after 
the property was conveyed to it, and put up a 
building that would be creditable to the city at 
that point. They had deposited $10,000 as an 
earnest of what they inteuded to do, and would 
commence work upon their structure as soon as 
possibie after the vacation. 

Dr. Miller stated that there was no necessity 
for the vacation of the street, which would be 
equivalent to giving the Board of Trade 8160. 

He held that it was a donation to a private 
corporation. If such a precedent was estab- 
lished. where was it going to end? 

Mr. Withrow said that he had inferred that 
Dr. Miller owned property from his opposition 
to this vacation, but upon previous questioning 
he had admitted that he owned none. If he was 
attorney for any person he should have said so, 
and stated who his clients were. He hold that 
the public interests would be subserved by this 
vacation, even if the Board of ‘Trade did not go 
there. La Salle street was not used to a great 
extent for teaming, because of the turning on 
to the rail track on Van Buren street. The 
railroad mpanies had paid 825.000 of the 
$35,000 for the opening of La Salie street some 
years ago, for the outiook to their depot. They 
were wi ling to contribute this amount of money 
if the Board of Trade came down there, and he 

ght that that would cut a somewhat im- 
portant figure in considering the matter. 

The La Salle street matier was temporariiy 
laid over, and the Committee took up the 
proposed lease f Nineteenth street for 
the purpose of giv: the Chicago & West- 
ern tndiana Railroa Company room to 
build their elevator, and in return therefor the 
Company to straighten the river at that point, 
and thus widen the channel for navigation. 
The Committee decided to report favorably 
upon this matter, and instruct the Chairman 
to report the necessary ordinance at the next 
meeting of the Council. 

The same Company also asked permission to 
lay an underground telegraph cable north from 
Twelfth street to their office on Dearborn street. 
The Company already has a cable in operation 
from Archer avenue to Twelfth street.

VACCINATION. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

CHICAGO, May 28.—The children vaccinated at 
the St. Michael's School by the Board of Health, 
as reterred to in yesterday’s Trispung, I find 
upon close investigation tobe suffering from 
impetigo contagiosa. Dr. Tilbury Fox, the emi- 
nent medical authority who gave the disease 
the name it now bears, says, among other 
things, in speaking of its diagnostic features, 
and dwelling on its peculiar symptoms: Its 
contagious nature and inoculability, its fre- 
ory following in the wake of vaccination; 

e absence of pain, and especially troublesome 
itching at night,” go to form a correct di ag- 
nosis. Dr. Henry G. Piffard, the distinguished 
author and Professor of dermatology, ‘uiver- 
sity of the City of New York, in his recent work, 
says: “The affection is to be diferentiated, 
from eczema, pemphigus, echthyma, scabies, 
and syphilis, for allof which I have known it to 
be mistaken.”’ 

The same medical expert says: The disease 
is eminently contagious, ana I ee the 
contagious element to ungus 
growth which is  plentifully distributed 
through, the crusts. The same fungus 
is found in vaccine crusts (humanized), 
whieh explains our ability to trace the affection 
in so many cases to recent Vaccination. I have,

An Admirable Reason Why the Bridges 
Should Be Kept Closed Then. 


Wonderful Ooncentration of Life on the 
South Side—The Useless Tunnels. 


It is provided by the revised ordinances re- 
cently adopted by the Council that, during the 
season of navigation, the bridges shall be closed 
tor an tour in the morning, and also from balf- 
past 5 to half-past 6 in the evening. The object 
of this is, of course, to accommodate the army of 
people who are sceking the South Side in the 
forenoon, and also are leaving it in the after- 
noon.

THIS MAKES OVER 66,000 PEOPLE 
and about 4,500 teams traveling over the bridges 
and through the tunnels tween 5 and 7 
o'clock. Three-fifths of this number cross bo- 
tween haif-past 5 and half-past 6, the bour 
specified in the ordinance. It would seem, at 
the first glance, that the comfort and 
convenience of this vast army of toilers, mainly 
working men and women, is of more importance 
than the convenience of twenty or thirty vessels 
which may pass in or out during that time. 
These workers, who make the city what it is, 
have their rights, which ought to be considered 
quite as much as those of a few vessels and their 
crews that want to pass in or out. 
THE EXACT MEASURE OF DELAY 

is a difficult thing to get at, varying, of course, 
day by day. One of the worst instances was at 
Rush street bridge. There during the two 
hours twenty vessels passed, occupying in doing 
so fifty minutes. The bridge was turned ten 
times. Thelongest delay was eight and one- 
half minutes, the shortest two. No fault could 
be found with the bridgetender, who did his 
work with great rapidity. But it represented a 
total delay of fifty minutes for the large 
numberof passengers going over that bridge. In 
addition to the delays incident to bridge-turn- 
ing. which will average from thirty to fifty 
minutes during the two hours, are the possibili- 


ties of a jam, which, as unfortunate Chicagoans 
know, are not infrequent. A jam a2o’'clock is 
an insignificant affair, causing comparatively 
little ineonvenience; but vessels have been 
stuck in the draw at Clark street bridge and 
have delayed 5.000 people for an hour. To 
measure the value of the time lost by 64.000 
wearied, home-seeking people is impossible, but 
it must far exceed the measure of the loss to 
which the vessel-owners are subjected by reason 
of the slight delay in the movement of their 


craft.

No changes 
were developed in the oi market beyond an ad- 
vance in turpentine of Ie. Pig-iron was quiet 
and easy. Coal remained dull and weak. 

Hay was dull and inactive, little business be- 
ing done, buyers and sellers finding it impossible 
to come together. Broom-corn continues active 
and steady. Eggs were steady at the price rul- 
ing during the week. There is an active de- 
mand for building materials, tne range of prices 
on leading articles remaining steady. The mar- 
ket for wool, hides, grease, and tallow is still 
slow, with wool selling a little more freely, but 
at such prices as to make trade only slightly re- 
munerative. Dealers in hogs report a fair trade 
for the season, mostiy in the medium grades. 
Potatoes were slightly firmer, owing to the lack 
of receipts, yet the stock on hand is amply suffi- 
cient to meet the demand. Seeds were gener- 
ally slow and steady except flaxseed, which sold 
down le from the previous day’s prices. Cooper- 
age was firm and slightly higher. 

Lake freights were firm and higher, 4% being 
paid for corn to Buffalo, the rate on wheat being 
nominally 5c. Four vessels were chartered for 
Buffalo, three with corn and one with wheat, one 
to Sarnia with corn, and one to rie with cornat 
4%c.

Nothing Known of the Murdered Man or 
‘of His Murderers. 


Friday afternoon Cordner West; the 12-year- 
old son of Mr. James R. West, of Lakeside, went 
out bird’s-nesting in the forest land which lies 
between the railroad-track and Lake Michigan, 
just north of the suburb of Winnetka, and 
which, after thoir recentiy deceased proprietor, 
have been dubbed Hubbard's Woods by the in- 
habitants. His occupation was of a kind which 
led him into all sorts of curious places, a partic- 
ularly impervious pateh of forest tangie being, 
as the young bunter well knew, the most likely 
place in which to hit upon the object of his 
quest. He bad quartered bere and there among 
the woods, when at a point near 
where the Green Bay road a short 
distance south of Lakeside, which is 
just north of Winnetka, changes its northerly 
course to one almost due west, be saw a most 
desirable spot for hie investigations. About 
fifty feet north from the road, alongside which 
at this point rises a neglected osage hedge, 
stood an ash-tree at whose base was a dense 
tangle of wild currant bushes,—so dense that 
even when the lad neared them he could hardly 
distinguish light upon the other side of them. 
As he neared the spot he was surprised to un ia 
swarm of flies arise from it, but this fact did oot 
deter him from pursuing his researches. He 
yushed the busbes apart and peered in, when, 
nstead of a welcome bird's nest, his intent 
sight was arrested by the apparition of

stretched along the ground. Fascinated fora 
moment by the horribie sight, the boy took a 
long look at the dreadful object, and then 
dus ned off in the direction ot home. His course 
took him to leeward uf the corpse, when he be- 
came aware of the fact that the air was heavily 
tainted with foulexhalations, This hurried bim 
up, and he soon arrived at his father’s house. 
Mr. West heard bis story and, having communi- 
cated it to someof the neighbors, a party started 
off some time later in the evening ana verified 
it by the discovery of the headiess horror just as 
the lad had described it. 

The bushes were pushed aside and the figure 
of the man revealed to the full light of the sun. 
It lay so that, were the head still attached to the 
me: bog: must have rested upon the swelling base 
of the tree as upon a pillow. It rested upon its 
back. the bands lying by the sies and the feet, 
which reached ueuriygto the end of the tangle, 
were turned outwards. What was, under the 
circumstances, a fairly careful examination of 
the — revealed the fact that it was that of a 
well-bulit and decently-dressed man, as far as 
could be judged by the clothes left upon bim, 
which consisted of merely pants, boots, waist- 
coat, and undershirt. The pants were of dark 
cloth of a good quality and the vest, which was 
pulled up under the corpse’s shoulders, was of 
very Une basket cioth. The boots were a very 
fair pair of Cungress gaiters, but had some 
boles in them which looked like inten- 
tional cuts. The pants were in the same 
condition, bei slashed here and there as if 
with akuife. The remains were badly decom- 
posed, much of the flesh huyvmg been removed 
from the bones, and the darkness of decompo- 
sition was visible wherever the flesh was ex- 

The vertebral column, glistening white, 
protruded an inch from the neck, which, it was 
plain to see, had been very cleanly cut in two, 
not the slightest evidence of nervous hacking 
being apparent, Whvuever had done the job had 
accomplished it neatly as well at thoroughly. 

Looking for evidences of a motive fur the 
murder which had been committed, the party 
discovered that the pockets of buth the pants 
and waistcoat of the corpse had been turned in- 
side out, which at once suggested the theor 
that the unfortunate wretch had been rob 
as well as murde 

While consulting upon what they had seen, 
and building all sorts of theories us to the cir- 
cumstances of the tragedy, the party suddenly 
called to mind that about six weeks previously 
a young fellow named Dwyer had discovered 
upon the lake shore

a ghastly and putrescent fragment of bumanity. 
At the time but littie attention was paid to the 
matter, no investigation was deemed necessary, 
and the bead was allowed to remain upon the 
beach. The generally received conjecture at 
the time was that the head was thatof some 
victim of a shipwreck which had been severed 
from the body by floating ice, and washed 
asbore. The party remembered that the place 
where the head was discovered was in about a 
direct line from the lake to the spot where the 
beadiess corpse lay. 
where the bead and y were respectively dis- 
covered was not more than about 300 —.— 
in length. Upon this strange coincidence 
it was not a very difficult matter to 
form the plausible theory that the 
head and the body had belonged to the same in- 
divicual; that he bad been murdered in the 
woods, and that, in order to destroy the possi- 
bility of identification of their victim, the mur- 
derers had removed his head, carried it to the 
lake shore, and thrown it iu. Of course tbis is 


| only a theory, but it is perhaps the most natural 


one under the circumstances. Where the vic- 
tim came from isa mystery that will probably 
never be found out. e did not belong to the 
neighborhood, as nubody is missing there, or has 
been within six months, whica is believed by the 
people who saw the curpse to be the length of 
time that it has been lying in the woods,

It is clear that the tragedy was not the result 
of a disagreement amongst tramps. The 
clothes of the victim were ot a quality not worn 
by the vagabond fraternity, and had he been a 
respectabie man who fell foulof tramps and 
was killed by them they would not have failed 
to possess themselves of his superior garments. 
Whether he was killed in the city and carried by 
night to the lonely spot—whetber be was lured 
thither and then slain, are matters of mere con- 
jecture. 

A short time ago a man named Michaelson, 
living at Winnetka, founda coat at the lake 
near the spot where the head was found. 
it was suggested that this possibly 
was the remaining undiscuvered article of 
the man’s suit of clothing, and Uthat the fact that 
the man's waistcoat was bunched up about his 
shoulders indicated that be had been dragged by 
his feet along the ground to the spot where be 
was found. If the coat did belong to the man 
then the murder must have been committed 
much more recently than six months ago, as a 
garment of that size could not very well have 
remained undiscovered upon a pretty well fre- 
queated beach for so long a time. There is, 
however, no profit in pursuing the many theo- 
ries that circumstances, which may or may not 
have a bearing upon the case, give rise to. All 
that is known about the case has been told. and 
there is not the faintest breath of evidence to 
tell who the corpse was, who were bis murderers, 
and where the foul deed can have been commit- 


A TRIBUNE reporter visited Winnetka and 
Lakes de yesterday and conversed with Gardner 
West, the lad who made the hideous discovery, 
and with other people of the suburb, the result 
ot which investigations have been given above. 
He also visited the spot where the corpse was 
found and, possibly, the murder committed.

SIMONY IN THE CHURCH. 
4 PUBLIC SCANDAL -DENOUNCED IN THE 
HOUSE OF COMMONS. 

New York Herald. 

It is singular to observe with what tenacity 
the advanced England of to-day, the land of 
common sense, the vaunted home of liberty, 
and the recognized parent of free institutions 
the world over, clings to principles, customs, 
and institutions which are fully representa- 
tive of the spirit of the feudalism of the Mid- 
dle Ages. In no country in the world is the 
contrast between the old and new—the on- 
rushing tendency of the present and the cau- 
tious conservatism of the past—so vividly 


and so forcibly presented. There is the hered- . 


itary monarch, and there is the House of 
Lords, for the most part as yet what it orig- 
inally was, the representative of hereditary 
rights; but there is the House of Commons, 
which has now almost absolute power. In 
crowded, bustling London the stranger finds 
himself ever and anon near to some 
sacred edifice, whose quaint architect- 
ure carries him back in memory to 
the time when modern Europe was just 
dawning into light and whose worship has 
changed but little in many hundreds of 
years, or he stambles into the courts of law, 
where medieval forms and ceremonies are 
still in the ascendant; and London in these 
particulars is but a representative or example 
of England as a whole. Revolutions have 
not been wanting in England; but revolu- 
tions in England, as campared with most 
other countries, have been cautious and con- 
zervative. re has deen destruction, but 
the destructive spirit has always been held 
in check, and, as a rule, limited to the neces- 
sities of the situation. Hence it is that in 
England there is so much that is old along- 
side of so much that is new. Nowhere, as 
was hinted above, is this tenacious adherence 
te ancient rights, privileges, and customs 
more conspicuously revealed than in the 
eeciésiastical system which is known as the 
1Churen: and in nothing in the na- 
tional Church is this feature more strikingly 
er in the poco which still pre- 
n sposal o nefices.

Since the days of Simon Magus, traffic in 
religious or ecclesiastical matters has come 
under the Church’s censure. In the old 
canon law it was considered a heinous crime 
and a kind of heresy. The canonical law, 
however, was not deemed sufficient, and a 
statute was passed in the time of Elizabeth 

fining the punishment of simony. A 
simoniacal presentation was declared to be 
utterly void, and the person giving or taking 
the gift forfeited double the value of one 
year’s profit; the person accepting the ben- 
efice was disabled from ever holding the 
same benefice.

It results from this, that when the purchaser 
of a living enters into possession in the usual 
constitutional manner, he is called upon to 
take an oath like any other entering the holy 
office that he has not directly or indirectly 
used money to secure the position. The sale 
of advowsons with the right of immediate 
presentation, or what is called above “ next 
presentation.“ is contrary to law; and Mr. 
Stark informed the Commission that he never 
failed to inform both purchaser and seller 
that such transaction was illegal, but that it 
had no effect, And it is notorious that many 
men—men of admitted piety and Chris- 
tian worth—find their way into desirable 
livings by this means. Such is the blinding 
influence of custom; and such is the evil in- 
separable from a bad institution. There is a 
higher law than the law of England, or the 
law even of any ehurch, and by higher law 
property in patronage is condemned. It is 
another. relic of barbarisin, and must disap- 
pear. 
One of the greatest evils which grew out 
of this right of patronage or this property 
in patronage was pluralism,—which means 
the possession by same person of two or 
more ecclesiastical offices at the same time. 
That evil is not altogether extinct, but it has 
been greatly mitigated in the Church of 
Rome as well asin the Church of England. 
In the thirteenth. century, by means of per- 
wissions to hold benefices in commendum 
and dispensations for non-residence and hold- 
ing of pluralities, upward of fifty benefices 
were often held by one person, and the best 
benefices in Europe were filled by Italian 
priests, nominees of Rome, some of them 
resident, and some of them non-resident, 
and most of them ignorant of the language 
of the people over whom they were sup- 
to rule orto whom they ministered. 
t isso no longer. The scandal of pluralities 
was great in England down even to the pres- 
ent reign. It was provided, however, by the 
13 and 14 Vict., 5 98, that no incumbent of 
a benefice shall take and hold with it another 
benefice, unless the churches are within 
three miles of one another by the nearest 
road and the annual value of one 
of- them does not exceed £100. Two 
benefices © cannot heid together 
if the population of one exceeds 3,000 and 
that of the other exceeds 500. A benefice in 
this sense includes any perpetual curacy, en- 
dowed chapel, parochial or district chapelry. 
It is competent to the Archbishop to allow 
two benefices to be held together by grant- 
ing a dispensation or license. Incase of the 
refusal of the Archbishop the party may ap- 
peal to the Privy Council. None of the heads 
or rulers of any college or hall in the uni- 
versities of ord or Cambridge can take 
any cathedral preferment or any other bene- 
fice. Thesame rule applies to the Warden 
of Durham University. If any spiritual per- 
son holding a benefice should accept another 
contrary to the statute the first benefice be- 
comes void. By the same ordinance it is 
provided that benefices may be united when 
the aggregate population does pot exceed 
1,500, and when the aggregate yearly value 
does not ex In Ireland. of course, 
all such arrangements have ceased, and in 
Scotland pluralism has from an early period 
been contrary to the statute law, being tol- 
erated only in the c of university pro- 
fessors, who may have charges in the town 
or city in which the university is situated.

DR. PARK’S TIIROAT LECTURES. 


The lectures which have been given re- 
cently on the anatomy, physiology, and hy- 
iene of the vocal organs, by Dr. well G. 
ark, before the Chicago Musical College, 
are of sufficient importance to deserve some 
general notice, particularly as Dr. Park is 
not only qualified for this work by his pro- 


fessional ability, but also by his 
knowled of music and  wmusicians. 
During present course the first two lect- 


ures were devoted to anatomy, anda ground 
work thus thoroughly laid. Then the phys- 
jology of the organs previously described 
was carefully gone over, and particular care 
was taken to bring out the points of resem- 
blance between the human vocal apparatus 


m and the different musical instruments, as 


well as to show in what respects the former 
is superior to all others. Frequent reference 
has been made in this connection to the laws 
of natural philosophy, with abundant illus- 
trations, The remainder of the course will 
include a history and description of the laryng- 
oscope; then will follow a description of 
the many slight ailments to which singérs 
are liable, with directions how to avoid 
them; and finally genera! rules will be given 
for the care and development of the voice 
from a physiological standpoint. 

Such is a brief outline of the instruction 
which it is intended to give. Such efforts as 
Dr. Ziegfeld has in this way made for the 
real advancement of his pupils cannot be too 
fully considered; nor can we place too high 
an estimate on the value of just such knowl- 
edge to both the amateur and professional 
singer. For every singer in our concert- 
rooms who knows how to use his or her 
voice in a rational and physiological manner 
we can point out a score who have very faint, 
if — 5 ideas as to how their voice is pro- 
du or how they ought totrainit. We 
are giad to be able to say that the present 
class has been so aresitying’y large t Dr. 
Ziegfeld has decided to make these lectures 
a permanent feature of the college work,— 
as will appear in fature college announce- 
ments. The lecture next Thursday morning 
will be devoted to the caryngoscope.

A BACKWARD GLANCE. 

What progress has. Chicago made in a 
dramatic way in the last three or four years? 
The changes have been considerable. Have 
they been for the better or the worse ? 

Stock- companies have been abolished. 
Surely everybody who reflects for a moment 
will be glad of that. The mingled horrors 
and atrocities that were perpetrated on the 
people of this community in the guise of 
stock-companies survive in the memories of 
play-goers only as disorganized nightmares, 
or so many bad tastes in the mouth. Every 
person of discrimination will rejoice that the 
theatres have been deodorized of their com- 
panies, It is all very well to speak of them 
as excellent training schools of dramatic 
“art.” But the people of Chicago do not go 
to the theatre with any didactic intentions. 
It is immaterial to them where or when act- 
prs are trained so that the process is not dis- 
agreeably forced upon their attention. The 
benefit of having “ training-schools” in this 
city to prepare actors for professional use- 
fulness elsewhere was at the best purely 
imaginary. It was notorious that if a good 
actor was by any chance turned out of 
the fiery furnace of affliction in a 
Chicago theatre his first impulse 
was to seek a better engagement in another 
city, which he would find little difficulty in 
getting. No; Chicago has outgrown that 
stage. Her people desire no more dramatic 
training-sqhools in which raw and half-baked 
actors shall improve themselves at the ex- 
pense of a vast aggregated wo among their 
auditors. The combination system is bet- 
ter. 

The advantages of this system have been 
too little dwelt upon. On the whole they far 
outweigh its demerits, which are consider- 
able, Ina good combination company se- 
lected with special reference to the produc- 
tion of one or more plays, the actors are apt 
to be suited for their parts. If Shakspearean 
drama is the thing, actors who have some 
little facility in speaking blank verse are en- 
gaged. If society plays are chosen or mod- 
ern comedy the members of the company will 
very likely be able to wear a pair of trousers, 
or. on a pinch, full evening dress, without 
manifest embarrassment. The actors will, 
moreover, know their parts at least half the 
time. They will take pride in making the 
best of the material they have to use. New 
business will gradually suggest itself to 
them and be worked into the play. At their 
suggestion crudities of the author may be 
shorn away, and the composition be im- 
proved almost beyond recognition by the end 
of a season. The actors in combination com- 
panies can generally afford to have good 
dresses and costumes, as they are not obliged 
to change often. From a pecuniary point of 
view the actors certainly do not suffer. Their 
pay is as good and their employment as regu- 
lar as formerly, while the demand for their 
services is greater than before. Even in re- 
spect of proressional advancement, it may be 
doubted whether they do not gain by the 
change. Inthe case of many actors it must 
be-better to learn how to play one or two or 
ao a dozen parts in a season than to mangle 
— gain everyth and lose 
nothing by the introduction of the new sys- 
tem. ‘They are saved from becoming too fa- 
miliar with the persons, the mannerisms, the 
idiosyneracies, and the faults of each actor. 
‘They learn to identify the performer with his 
part, and to sink his individuality. This is 
of course a real injury to the actor, and con- 
stitutes one of the chief drawbacks already 
alluded to. Another is that traveling about 
from place to place involves a vast deal of 
personal discomfort, and rudely severs fam- 
ily ties. Still others are the dangers of being 
imposed upon by managers who are not 
financially responsible, and left without 
money or friends in a strange place. 

But the combination system, whatever its 
present merits may be, is not and cannot be 
an end unto itself so far as Chicago is con- 
cernend. It points the way to somethin 
else. Itisthe condition outof which wi 
some time inevitably rise a stock company 
worthy of the place and the people,—which 


will not bea training-school but a trained | 


school of actors, and the character of which 
for ability and thorough efficiency will com- 
pare favorably with that of any other in this 
country. Chicago has never had such a com- 

any or an approximation to it. The com- 

ination system is the open door that leads 
to it, for it familiarizes the people with 
higher standards of acting. They can never 
now go back tothe old methods. The next 
step must be a long one forward. 

‘The abolition of the old stock companies 
and the introduction ef good combinations is 
one, and the most important, token of prog- 
ress in dramatic affairs of late years. Au- 
other sign and a wonder is the improvement 
of the taste of the people. ‘They demand 
more and better things for their money than 
ever before. Performances that used to be 
called respectably dull and correct would 
not now be tolerated on any stage. The thea- 
tres, too, have improved. ‘There are more of 
them; they are cleaner, purer, better man- 
aged, and better patronized than before. 
Chicago has, in fact, become the most im- 


portant theatrical centre in the coun- 
try after New “York. Metropolitan 
managers have ceased to bring their 


unacted plays out here “to try them on the 
dog“; and provincial circuit riders have 
learned to keep at a respectful distance from 
the city with their so-called attractions. To 
what extent this has been due to the able, 
independent, and thorough criticisms of the 
daily press would be difficult, if not im- 

ossible, to say; but unquestionably it has 
— promoted by that agency. 

The outlook for theatricals in this city is 
very bright. With four first-class theatres, 
each under active and enterprising manage- 
ment, and all keenly competing for the pub- 
lic favor, it will be stranze if the people do 
not see everything worth seeing at a very 
early date.

MODJESKA’S NEW PLAY, 
Nym Crinkle’s Paper. 

On Saturday night, May 7, “Juana,” 
written for Mme.

Nevertheless, the laws of Spain condemns 
her to be burned at the stake. One only way 
of escape is there. The responsibility for the 
deed is claimed by the priest, who, for the 
sake of the woman he loves, accepts a pun- 
ishment even more horrible than is assigned 
her—namely: that of being walled upalive in 
a subterranean cell. With extreme ingenuity 
does he continue to render plausible the story 
he telis, and the forfeit 1s all but paid when 
the heroine recovers her intellect with fad- 
ing life, and before her dying makes com- 
plete confession. How tremendous is the re- 
sponsibility accepted by the young would-be 
martyr is shown in the fact that he goes to 
death unshriven, and so faces the supreme 
ordeal with no consolation of the religion in 
which he believes. In the character of 
Juana, the heroine, Mme. Modjeska, created 
a powerful impression. A piece of acting 
finer in its way than that she exhibited in the 
scene in which, goaded to madness, she slew 
her husband, neither she nor any modern 
actress has shown.
